list. But Melmac isn't the only 
planet with far-out flora. Some 
of the oddest plants in the uni- 
verse grow right here on Earth. 
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Venus Flytrap 


Don't bother feeding a Venus flytrap plant 
food. This weird plant wants just one thing— 
meat. To get the meat it needs to survive, the 
Venus flytrap sets a snare. lt drapes its hinged 
leaves on the ground and waits. When a bug 
steps on the flytrap leaf, the plant snaps shut 
like a spring-loaded trap. Once closed, the 
leaf acts like a stomach, slowly digesting the 
bug. Lucky for us, the Venus flytrap and its 


450 meat-eating plant cousins are too small to 
eat people. 
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Creosote bushes have a surefire way of 
living long lives —they poison the com- 
petition. When one of these babies 
moves into the neighborhood, nearby 
plants wither and die. Animals that try 
to eat its small, greasy leaves are poi- 
soned, too. Creosote bushes are not 
only toxic, they're also tough. They can 
survive fires, floods, extreme heat, and 
extreme cold. One especially tough 
creosote bush in the desert of southern 
California is the oldest living thing on 
Earth: It's been alive for 11,500 years— 
about 164 human lifetimes. 


Lichen like it cold. Lichen like it hot. Lichen like it wet. 
Lichen like it dry. In short, lichen like any place they 
can find as long as there isn't too much air pollution. 
These superadaptable plants are really two separate 
plants wrapped up in one: fungi and algae (AL-jee). 

The fungus half of a lichen team provides water and 
shelter. The alga half turns sunlight into food and 

energy. Together they thrive. But if the team is separated, 
both algae and fungi die. There's nothing like a lichen. 


Teddy Bear Cactus 


This plant is called a teddy bear cactus because 
it looks a little like a teddy bear—soft, fuzzy, and 
cute. But if you have any ideas about curling up 
with it when you go to sleep, forget it! The soft- 
looking “fur” is really some of the sharpest spines 
produced by any cactus. Once they’re planted in 
your skin, they're especially painful to пр out. 
Teddy bear cacti are sometimes called “jumping 
chollas;' because the spines are so sticky they 
seem to “jump” off the plants and harpoon 
people who come too close.
